The fish catch, shoe repair shop, electric power 
charge and miscellancous consignment work netted ¥ 5,477.10. Total 
revenue was ¥ 33,279.60. The large decrease in revenue is due to cur- 
trilment of outside and industrial work due to the typhoon; also because 
of reconstruction of the old Naha Prison and the moving of prisoners from 
the Ishikawa Branch Prison to Naha.

13. In July no epidemic diseases appeared in animals or poultry in 
the Southern Ryukyus. On Okinawa and in the Northern Ryukyus, thore were 
no epidemic diseases in cattle, horses, or poultry. On Okinawa in June 
282 cases of swine erysipelas caused 150 deaths, and 1 case of lumbar

INFORMATION 


1. The eighth issue of the Ryukyus Gazette was prepared for pub- 
lication, but printing was not completed before the end of August. The 
delay was caused by the disruption resulting from the typhoon and by the 
additional work involved in doubling the size of the publication, The 
new eight-page edition makes extensive use of pictures and m gazine ar- 
ticles supplied by the Reorientation Branch, Office of the Under Secre- 
tary of the Army. 


2e The receipt of 616 rolls of newsprint and '706 reams of flat 
news stock made possible the distribution of increased quantities of 
newsprint to all Ryukyuan newspapers. Two of Okinawa's newsp2pers, 
Okinawa Times and Uruma Shimpo are now publishing three times weekly, 
cach with a circulation of approximately 15,000 per edition. 


3. Daily preparation of news bulletins was begun on 5 August by 
the Information Section, Information and .iducation Department, Military 
Government. The principal source of material for these news bullctins 
is the daily teletype releases now being received from the Reorienta- 
tion Branch, OUSA. News bulletins are distributed to local newspapers 
and information agencies of provisional governments. On 25 August, the 
Public Information Department, Okinawan Civilian Administration, began 
daily publication of a Japanese language mimeographed news bulletin 
based on the aforementioned material. The Japanese language news bulle- 


tins are disseminated to all government offices, official and quasi-offi- 


cinl government agencies, newspapers and key individuals. 


4e Local magazines are now being regularly serviced with the maga- 


gine servicing articles referred to in paragraph (3) above. Two bulletin 


boards are now being serviced with news pictures. 


5. Information conferences were held by representatives of the Pub-

lic Information Department, Okinawan Civilian Administration, in an ef- 
fort to improve dissemination of information to secluded areas and to 
conduct public opinion surveys, Conferences were held in nine muras on 
Okinawa and attended by local government officials, representatives of 
various educational and cultural organizations, farmers, tradesmen, 
manufacturers and fishermen. Subjects discussed at the conferences in- 
cluded explanations of recent Military Government proclamations, direc- 
tives and orders and announcements of government plans and activities. 


6. On Okinawa in August, 2 tri-weckly newspapers, 1 weekly news- 
paper and 1 weekly children's edition report a combined monthly circu- 
lation of 324,000, ight magazines are published monthly with circula- 
tions ranging from 1,000 to 5,000, 


7. The Northern Ryukyus reports 2 daily newspapers anid 2 weekly 
editions with a combined monthly circulation of 168,400. Seven maga- 
zines are published. Circulation firsures are unknown. 


8. In Yaeyama, Southern Ryukyus, there are eight newspapers, 
weeklies and tri-weeklies with a combined monthly circulation of 
57,920. One monthly magazine has a circulation of 500,

13. Supplies received on Okinawa in ‘ugust were: 1 typewriter, 
616 rolls of 14" newsprint, 252 squad tents, 386 cases Rei Cross sup= 
plies, 2,295 cases memo pads (ruled), 1,830 cases memo pads (plain), 
180 bags of cement, 30,000 boari feet of lumber and 1,525 cases of 
textbooks, 


Distributed on Okinawa in jugust were: 1 mimeograph machine,

17. Ten new circulating libraries were established in villages on 
the North Coast of Okinawa. She’ ves for the books were built by the 
village Youth associations ani the Women's Association. The librarics 
were supplicd with: 20 Amorican books, 10 Primers of Democracy (Japa- 
nese language) 27 Current ‘American Magazines and 5 Reader's Digests 
(Japanese lancuage). The periodicals were duplicated for each villago 
but the books are to be moved as a unit from one village to another, 

The Nago Information Center Library will be the ultimate permanent loca- 
tion for each set of books. 


Monthly periolicals now being distributed were increased by 10 
new magazines, Four-thousand Japanese language Reader's Digests were 
distributed throughout the Amelia 


Approximately 57 cartons of new library books, Renta medical 
and science books were received during August. 


The 4. libraries on Okinawa reported a daily average of 411 rea- 
ders. There were 6,966 books and 1,424 periodicals read in August. 


The library at Miyako, Southern Ryukyus reported 700 readers. 


18. The two museums, one located at Shuri, the other at Higaonna 
have on display 898 articles of Okinawan art consisting of pottery, 
stone sculpture, wood carvings, textiles, lacquerware, photographs, 
shell work and miscellaneous works of art.

RELIGION 


20. On Okinawa in iugust there were approximately 1,200 Catholics, 
1,300 Protestants ani 12,000 Buddhists. The Protestants held a mecting 
on 12 iwgust to select a committee for planning a mission. The Buddhist 
holiday "Urabon" was widely observed by the Okinawans. ‘\ new church at 
Naha is being erected by the Catholics on Okinawa. 


21. In the Northern Ryukyus there were 38,730 Buidhists, 5,500 
Shintoists, 2,000 Catholics 2nd 2,000 Protestants. Construction of 2 
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new Catholic Churches was completed at Uragami and Ogachi. The church 
at O'Karsari previously damaged by fire was rebuilt and enlarged. At 
Naze the new Sacred Heart Church was dedicated on 14 August. During 
August 98) patients were treated at the Nishinakagachi Catholic Mis- 
sion Dispensary. 


22. The Southern Ryukyus reported 1,548 Christians, 381 Shintoists, 
402 Buddhists attended services in Temples and Buddhists services were 
held in 3,500 homes in ugust.
